It is stated that a recent decision by a 
United States Court on the pleadings in 
one of the city bond suits gives Sacramento 
lawful advantage that will enable her to 
command better terms of settlement with 
the holders of the city's paper. 
As to the 
particular advantage, and in what special 
form it exists, nothing definite is stated, 
but if laymen take the assertion of the 
attorneys in the oaee, the ruling refusing a 
motion to strike out parts of the city’s an­ 
swer puts the case of the city in a better 
position, and makes the bondholders’ task 
of recovery much more difficult. 
It is to 
be hoped that this is literally true, and 
that the conditions for adjustment have 
been bettered. 
It is one thing to which 
the city should now address itself—the re­ 
funding of her bonded indebtedness at the 
loweBt possible figure to which the holders 
of city paper can be brought. 
The debt is 
a constant menace to the city and the 
sooner she is rid of it the better. 
She 
should ask no nndue advantage and give 
none. 
She Bhould labor to secure the 
minimum figure and make that as low as 
is 
possible 
of 
attainment. 
In 
this 
connection 
the 
Mayor 
states 
that 
he 
has 
satisfied 
himself 
that 
city 
bonds in no amount whatever are held 
here. 
They are owned by non-residents, 
and chiefly by Europeans. 
About half 
the amount is in the hands of San Fran­ 
cisco agents for German owners. 
We 
trust that this statement will put at rest 
the silly chatter that has been going on bo 
iong about schemes and syndicates in Sac­ 
ramento in the interest of bondholders. 
Some time ago, weary of the constant 
parading of this bugaboo, the R e c o rd * 


U n io n challenged the production of a sin­ 
gle particle of evidence to show that any 
such ghostly terror stalked in our midst. 
There was no production of testimony, no 
name of a Sacramento bondholder given, 
no syndicate named, and for the beat of 
reasons, none exist.

TOO 
MANY 
TASKS. 


Professor and Dr. Lundy read an able 
paper on school hygiene before the Amer­ 
ican Public Health Association recently, 
and the subject could Dot, it appears, be 
introduced without a protest by the doc­ 
tor, who is one of the faculty of the Michi­ 
gan College of Medicine, against Bome of 
the errors of our popular educational sys­ 
tem. 
As, for instance, ho declared that 
the course of study iu moBt public schools, 
aud in many academies and seminaries, 
embraces too many subjects, necessitates 
too many hours of study and recitation at 
school, and requires the pupil to spend too 
much time in study at home. 
Unquestionably as to very many school 
departments this criticism has special and 
pointed application, and yet in the face of 
the fact it is Beriously proposed by some 
“ reformers” 
to 
abolish 
the 
recess 
period, 
and 
thus 
still more cloBely 
confine 
the 
pupil 
to 
his 
desk, 
and 
still 
further 
lengthen 
out 
the study houre. 
In our anxiety to ad­ 
vance our children, we are forcing upon 
them in many instances too many studies, 
and seeking to drive them through a popu­ 
lar course in too brief a timo. 
In New York’s schools the average at­ 
tendance is less than fifty per cent, of the 
enrollment, and three-fourths of the ab­ 
senteeism is debited to sickness. 
Now 
that mnch of this sickness is due to over-' 
work, to worry, to “ fret and anxiety,” be­ 
cause cf hard tasks, and long hours in 
school-rooms, we are justified in alleging 
on high medical authority. 
Assuming this 
to be a correct conclusion, and to apply to 
the country 
generally, 
it 
proves that 
Americans in the well-being, usefulness, 
and, indeed, in the lives of their children, 
are practicing the poorest economy possible 
in the effort to “ educate ” them. 
W e are, 
however, inclined to believe that in Cali­ 
fornia the proportion of absentees because 
of illness is very much less than in New 
York, and that “ cramming” is not a 
cause for such grievous complaint as Dr. 
Lundy declares it to be at the E a st; 
but 
there is room for a measure of reform even 
here. 


A 
POOR 
RULE. 


The Democratic Legislature of Ohio has 
adopted a rule that it was supposed would 
be popular. 
So much complaint against the 
lobhv has been indulged in that the House 
in Ohio made a regulation excluding every 
one from the lobby of the chamuer. 
As a 
result the honest citizen, the critical spec­ 
tator, all are shut out, aud the House is left 
to do pretty much as it pleases. 
Put the 
constituents of a legislator have the right 
to look on his proceedings ; have the right 
to suggest to him, and should ; have the 
right to labor for the passage or defeat of 
measures, and should do so. 
The proper 
thing to do is to discriminate between cor­ 
rupt and open and honorable lobbyists. 
But that may not be done by allotting 
place to the one and not to the other any 
more than divisions of citizens can be made 
in any public place, 
The word lobbying 
has been badly abuBed. 
To lobby for or 
against a bill is the privilege of every citizen. 
It means only that he has the right to ob­ 
serve the work of the Legislature in its 
working hours anywhere in its chamber 
outside the bar. 
Because there are corrupt 
lobbyists it does not fellow that there is 
not right and honest lobbying. 
The truth 
is the lobby of a legislative chamber is a 
free spot for any oitizen, and it should not 
be closed to the people because corrupt 
men may also be citizens.

NOT 
A 
TRIVIAL 
QUESTION. 


When the qnestion of the exclusion of 
onr hog products from Europe first came 
np, most of the people and press were in­ 
clined to laugh over the matter. Many was 
the jest made at the expense of the Amer­ 
ican hog. 
But it turns out, as we have ali 
along contended, that it is a most serious 
matter. 
It involves the principle of ex­ 
change ; it is so far-reaching that retalia­ 
tion is invoked ; it is so commercially im­ 
portant as to affect trade even seriously ; it 
is developing 
irritation that may give 
actual cause for war. 
M. P. l.sroy Benlieu, as quoted by the 
Journal <lu Havre, declares that the pres­ 
ent ol a great statue to America matters 
little to Americans. 
" It is not with such 
ostentatious ways that the solid friendship 
of nations is gained. Romance relates how 
war broke out between Lilliput and Ble- 
fuscu on account of a dissent as to the wav 
to eat eggs. 
It is high time to cease these 
dangerous child’s games. 
If we would be 
a commercial nation, we must adopt other 
w ays.” 
It is true that nations for less 
cause than this pork trouble have sought 
the arbitrament of battle and had the jus­ 
tification of history. 
We say this because 
the exclusion policy of F ranee and Ger­ 
many is in violation of the commercial 
treaties we have with them, since the ex­ 
elusion is based on a false pretense, and an 
effort to gain an undue advantage by sub­ 
terfuge. 
If France and Germany will levy im­ 
posts upon our meats sufficient to exclude 
them, or require microscopical examina­ 
tion at ports of entry, no objection can be 
raised, bat it is a very different matter 
when great nations deliberately lend tbein- 
Belves to mean actions to belittle the trade 
of a rival. 
It is action not comporting

SENATE 
W a s h in g to n , January 223.—Hoar intro­ 
duced a bill, the object of which is to prevent 
the circulation by mail ia this country of lot­ 
tery advertisements 
coming from foreign 
countries. 
Hale introduced a bill to secure the medi­ 
cal profession equal rights iu the service of 
the United States. 
The Anthony resolution, relating to the 
exclusion of American me its, as agreed tc, 
reads: “ Resolved, That the Committee on 
Foreign Relations be instructed to it quire 
into and report to the Senate such legislation 
as shall protect onr interests against the Gov­ 
ernments which prohibited or restrained the 
importation 
of meats from 
the United 
States.” 
The Beck amendment, requiring the com­ 
mittee to inquire into discriminations that 
may have been made against the United 
States by tariffs, treaties, etc., was agreed to. 
Cameron of Wisconsin, from the Commit­ 
tee on Indian Affairs, reported adversely 
upon a number of petitions asking fur the 
opening of the Oklahoma lands for settlement. 
The Senate took up the bill to provide for 
a civil government for Alaska. 
In the course of the debate cn this bill, 
participated iu by Harrison, Dawes, Ingalls, 
Jones of Florida and Garland, Ingalls re­ 
marked that the Monroe doctrine is wriffen 
on the map cf America and manifest desriny 
indicates that our northern shore be washed 
by the Polar Sea, and the southern benndaty 
be an intemceanic canaJ, connecting the A t­ 
lantic and Pacific coast"1.

WHEELING

to inspect the cells before locking up for the 
night. 
One of the prisoners locked in a cell 
asked for a drink of water, and ss the j filer 
handed it to him several prisoners caught his 
arms and held him, while one prisoner, 
named Cass, took his revolvers. 
They all 
then began bearicg Colby, knocking him 
down and kicking Dim brntaliy, 
A small 
boy confined iu a celi raped an alarm, when 
Cass threatened to shoot him. 
He hid in a 
corner under the bed and kept up his yelling, 
which attracted the attention of a domestic 
in the jailer’s family, and she closed and 
locked every door. The prisoners then started 
to climb through the skylight upon the 
roof, but the girl bad given the alarm and 
citizens had gathered. 
Promiscuous firing 
was indulged in by tbs prisoners, and they 
retreated into the jail and were secured iu 
their cells. 
Colhy was fonnd lying in the 
corridor insensible, and with serious wounds 
on his person from th? kicking he received. 
He was revived, but the extent of his ¡Diuries 
is not yet known. 
A Steubenville (O.) wild 
man, who had brea carrying off sheep and 
pigs and committing pe’ty ihefts for several 
weeks, was confined in the jail. 
He is de­ 
scribed as the most brutal specimen of animal 
creation seemingly human ever seen. 
A n o th e r C o lo ra d o B n n L “ G one to the 
W a l l.”

THE NEW STATUS IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


Eds. R ecobd-U nion : Referring to your 
editorial stating that other remunerative in­ 
dustries may be instituted to succeed hy­ 
draulic mining, which is affected by the late 
decision if Judge Sawyer, permit me to say : 
J mined in this State from June, 1S49, to 
1854, and was the first man who ever put in a 
sluice of over three lengths (36 feet). A t Ne­ 
vada City, in 1851, I took np a worked-out 
mine, and to work over tailings and all, I put 
in a sluice of 300 feet, and well remember 
the comments and ridicule the enterprise 
called forth. 
This short preface is to show 
that my sympathies are largely with the 
miners, and 1 have never ceased to feel the 
liveliest interest in the we’f*re of this great 
industry. 
Now, by the recent decision, a 
cloud seems to rest over a portion of our 
mining communiiy, but I believe that when 
the miners have made up their minds to 
make the beat 
of the 
situation it will 
be found that more gold will he taken out 
and more men employed than before. 
In 
the first place, some of the mines now 
washed from top to bottom have a good pay 
streak that will pay to drift, and that kind 
of mining will employ more white men than 
it takes to work a hydraulic claim. 
Those 
claims which contain no good streak, I be­ 
lieve, have so fat done little more than pay 
for water and wages, so that companies 
working such claims will lore nothing by 
leaving off work. 
Then, a number of ex­ 
perienced miners, not wishing to leave thrir 
homes iu the mountains, wiil prospect the 
many quartz claims which in all cases are 
found near deposits of gravel, for it is 
from the disintegration 
of these quartz 
veins 
that the riches 
of the gravel is 
obtained. 
I om sure that in 
the near 
future quartz mining will furnish more gold 
than ia now ohtaioed from the gravel claim--. 
By the substitution of drifting for hydraul- 
icking, a large r quantity of water will be set 
free to he profitably used by the farmers in 
the f othills, and ultimately brought down 
for the us? < f the citizens in the Sacramento 
valley. 
The land which will be left undis­ 
turbed in consequence of this decison will be 
used more profitably for apple orchards for 
ail time, and in the end pay far more than if 
washed off to the bed-rock, to remain the 
abomination i f desolation for ages. 
The 
parts of the higher foothills, where some 
snow falls in the winter, is ihe true home of 
the apple, for in the warmer belt the trees 
grow all ihe timp, and make too much wcod. 
and the fruit is insipid, for we find it impos­ 
sible to grow a sonr apple even trom those 
varieties which should be quite tart. 
Goose­ 
berries, currants and plums also fl uirish bet­ 
ter where there is some snow in the winter. 
It will, of course, take seme time for our 
miners to accommodate themselves to their 
changed condition, but they would not be 
like Americans if they did not make good 
grow out of a Beeraing evil, and I have no 
doubt that in time all will work smoothly ; 
and, although there may be some individual, 
there will he no general less. 
At least that 
is the opiuionion of an 
O ld M in e r, 
Newcastle, January 19, 1S84.

THE SULLIVAN COMBINATION. 


So much curiosity had been excited by the 
oft-told tales of Jobn L. Sullivan’s fistic 
prowess that a very large crowd gathered at 
the depot yesterday morning, attracted by 
the report that he and his company would 
arrive in the city by the train from Colfax 
He failed to come, however, but did arrive at 
4:30 p. m ., when the assemblage anxious to 
receive bim was still larger than in the 
morning, and rivaled in numbers those that 
had gathered to greet General Grant, Gen­ 
eral Hancock and other notabilities. 
There 
were present delegations from Chico, M arys­ 
ville, San Francisco, etc. 
Sullivan appeared 
more annoyed than pleased by this expres­ 
sion of curiosity, and made bis way without 
ceremony out of the depot, hesitating a sec­ 
ond to give a vigorous touch in the ribs to an 
over-eager individual who pressed forward so 
as to bar Mrs. Sullivan’s progress. 
The 
prospects were good for a crowded house at 
the theater in the evening, many seats being 
engaged beforehand, but speculators bought 
up those that were remaining, and raised the 
price to §2 50 per ticket for a dress-circle 
place. 
Much confusion resulted, and there 
was great dissatisfaction. 
By degrees the 
price of tickets was lowered, until finally a 
dollar was gladly taken, the price previously 
paid for gallery seats. 
The result was that 
when the curtain rose the gallery was tilled, 
and there were 100 or more vacant seats down 
stairs. 
The audience was not made any bet­ 
ter humored when 
it 
found 
that 
the 
orchestra consisted simply of a piano aud 
cornet. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock the cur­ 
tain rose, and Frank Moran, as master if 
ceremonies, announced for the first set-to 
Mike Gillespie, of Boston, and Steve Taylor, 
ex-champion heavy weight. 
This contest 
was very tame, consisting mainly of taps and 
Blaps and ear-rubbing. 
Gillespie did the at­ 
tacking and Taylor acted oa the defense, 
leading occasionally. Fete McCoy, champion 
of middle weights, and Herbert A. Slade, the 
Maori, then had a bout, the former being os 
spry as a cat, and the other slow. 
Taylor 
and the champion, Sullivan, were then intro­ 
duced, the latter receiving a hearty greeting 
from the audience. He certainly has not been 
over praised as to his proportions and muscu­ 
lar development, being unu-ually tall, with 
great breadth of shoulder, powerful arms and 
strong legs. 
He showed bimself wonderfully 
quick for a man so large—quick on his festaa 
well as with 
his hands—and 
possessing 
plenty of “ science.” H e is a two-handed 
fighter, with anot-to-be-denied impetuousness 
that is very demoralizing to an antagonist 
when backed by his great strength, and he 
persists in boring in and inakicg his enemy 
retreat, or stay and be tumbled oxTer. 
Added 
to which he has a very neat way of grasping 
his opponent about the neck with his left arm 
and putting the said opponent’s head “ in 
chancery ” in a second. 
Taylor stood up 
well before him, being a very clever sparror, 
and they made a good contest. 
This set-to 
was followed by one between McCoy aud 
Gillespie, which was the best display cf abil­ 
ity of the evening. 
Being nearly equal in 
size aud agility, they gave an exhibition of 
science that pleased the audience greatly, In 
conclusion Sullivan and Slade appeared, but 
the latter did not make as good a showing 
against the champion as Taylor had done. 
About 9:20 the performance was over, and 
the audience retired. 
Those who attended 
merely to see Sullivan were satisfied, but the 
majority, who expected some lively contests, 
with a little “ slogging,” were apparently 
greatly disappointed.
